Noted Sculptor Proposes Idea of 
Colossal Statue To Be Established 
At North Entrance of Palm Springs 


Throughout the season Lawrence Tenney Stevens, internationally 
famous sculptor, has had back in his mind the design of a typical 
desert statue, fashioned along colossal lines, to be created for Palm 
Springs. 
Before leaving the village for defense work last week he 
created several designs which embody ideas he has for such a gigan­ 
tic figure. 
One of these may be seen at the chamber of commerce 
offices. 


The statue would be of a Sun 
Goddess, some forty feet high, 
made in such m anner th at 
it 
would tow er over the highw ay 
and give every visitor an im m e­ 
diate and pow erful 
impression. 
Each hand of the goddess would 
rest upon a gigantic cactus. The 
whole would be m ade of some 
desert stone, m ixed w ith o t h e r 
m aterial, perhaps, to m ake 
it 
trem endously durable. 


After the War 


It is Stevens’ idea, of course, 
th a t such a huge 
undertaking 
probably will not be possible d u r­ 
ing the w ar but can be planned 
for after the duration. 
Such a 
great and 
beautiful 
statue, he and others, who have 
seen his designs and heard of the 
plan, believe would give every 
visitor a lasting and strong im ­ 
pression of Palm 
Springs 
and 
would also be an im portant factor 
in any publicizing of the town. 
Cost of such a large-scale artis­ 
tic effort would probably 
run 
around $35,000 or $40,000, Stev­ 
ens estim ated. He has proved that 
creation of figures of such size 
is wholly possible, having made 
a num ber alm ost as large for the 
New York and Texas Fairs of a 
few years ago. Some of these are 
of perm anent n atu re and continue 
to attract a great deal of in ter­ 
est.

Cliffton moved the chairman be 
authorized to cast a ballot elect­ 
ing Shannon unanimously to of­ 
fice. All voted in favor except 
Shannon who responded, “Pres­ 
ent but not voting.” 
Relinquishing the seat he has 
held down so ably for four years, 
Mayor Boyd smiling declared, “I 
still call it unanimous.” 
The new mayor took his seat 
at the head of the table and Boyd 
took that which Shannon former­ 
ly had occupied.

Mayor Shannon, in deeply sin­ 
cere manner, spoke briefly.

He has given us of his 
time, money and efforts and ren­ 
dered very valuable service to 
the city. He has come in for some 
criticism, as he knows and we all 
know, Just as will the new mayor 
and other mayors we may have. 
He has made mistakes, just as 
we all do. But a great share of 
the criticisms have been unjusti­ 
fied and have so proved. I only 
hope we can have as able an ad­ 
ministration in the future as I 
believe we have had in the past.” 
Boyd stood and bowed graceful 
thanks but declined to make a 
speech, although urged to do so. 
The meeting adjourned.

We m ust gather up every pound 
possible in the homeland. 
No m etal could be more direct­ 
ly associated with the production 
of weapons, since it m akes the 
bullets for rifles

guns, and is also used in shrapnel 
and shells. 
Lead is indispensible for the

ity th at he w as elected P re sid e n t of the organization in 1930 an d 
se rv e d four years in this capacity, and th en four years as ex ecu tiv e 
secretary , holding th a t position at the tim e of the m erger of the 
B usiness M en's A ssociation, P alm S prings A ssociates and P alm 


S p rin g s C ham ber of C om m erce. 
M r. Shannon h as the kn ack of know ing how to get things done 
e v e n w hen th ere is no m oney in sight to pay for them . 
B ack in 
th o se early days of the old C h am b er of C om m erce th e p ro p e rty 
o w n e rs beg an to feel the need of a fire d e p a rlm e n l-b u t w h e re 
w as the m oney to com e from ? 
O ne day in 1931 Tom m y C onnell s 
g ro cery store b u rn ed down, an d q u ick -th in k in g Mr. S hannon fo u n d 
a w a y to g et the fire equipm ent. 
H e circulated am ong the crow d 
of sp ectato rs and collected $500, w hich w as used as a dow n p a y ­ 
m e n t on P alm S prings' first fire tru ck . 
T hen he m ade th e trip to 
R iv ersid e w eekly to appear b efo re th e county board of su p erv iso rs 
u n til he convinced th e county fath ers th a t Palm S prings should 
h a v e a fire p ro tectio n district, w hich w as th e only w ay to get fire 
p ro tectio n in an u n in co rp o rated com m unity. 


T he equipm ent w as pu rch ased and a good fire d ep artm e n t o r ­ 
g an ized . T hen a fire hall w as needed. C onstruciion on the p resen t 
fire hall w as started , but th e d istrict ran out of m oney b efore th e 
b u ild in g w as com pleted, so M r. Shannon m ade tw o trip s to S a c ra ­ 
m e n to to get perm ission for 
th e 
county 
of R iverside to re lease 
fu n d s with w hich to com plete th e fire hall. 


Palm Springs w a s rap id ly becom ing a high-class resort c o m ­ 
m u n ity . but how could it re m a in so if every precaution w ere no t 
ta k e n to safeguard th e h e alth of th e com m unity. 
A sew er system 
w a s needed. 
A gain, M r. S h an n o n an d o th er far-sighted c o m m u n ­ 
ity leaders found a w ay. 
A S a n ita ry D istrict w as form ed, w ith 
M r Shannon p u ttin g in m uch tim e in w orking out th e details, an d 
h e served as tax assessor for th e district for the first tw o y ears. 
P a lm Spings got a first-class sew er system . 
Palm Springs needed a h igh school. 
F or years th e high school 
stu d e n ts of th is city had to be tran sp o rte d 45 m iles a day to a tte n d 
school in B anning. 
For years M r. S hannon w as a m em ber of th e 
B an n in g U nion H igh School b o ard of trustees, serving as p re sid en t 
of th e board for one or two term s, p a rt of th e tim e being th e o n ly 
P a lm Springs m em ber on th at board. 
H e never m issed a m eeting, 
and in all k in d s of w eather h e m ade reg u lar trips to B an n in g to 
look after th e school in terests of Palm Springs. 
D uring all th a t 
lim e he had an im p o rtan t o b jectiv e in m ind, a high school in P a lm 
S p rin g s, an d he w as an im p o rta n t influence in gettin g th e school 
h e re and in th e sep aratio n of th e district so th at this co m m u n ity 
could have its ow n high school district. 
T he airp o rt w as one of his pets, and he w as constantly on th e 
jo b w orking w ith th e Indian B u reau an d o th er agencies to secu re 
a n d m ain tain a good airp o rt. 
W hen it w as learned th a t th e old 
airport w as in ad e q u ate to p ro p e rly serve th e com m unity, he w as 
active in g ettin g S ection 18, th e p resen t new airp o rt now b ein g 


u sed by th e A rm y. 
, 
These a re ju st som e of th e th in g s th at com e to m ind as w e try 
to re call the new M ayor's a ctiv ities over a period of a dozen y ears. 
W e know th a t for several y e ars he av erag ed about 800 m iles a 
m o n th just d riv in g to R iv ersid e to re p rese n t P alm S prings at th e 
co u n ty su pervisors' m eetings, for th e supervisors in those d ay s 
w e re our legal governing body. M r. S h annon paid all his ow n g aso ­ 
lin e and car expense. 
H e m ad e num erous trips to S acram en to 
w h e n it w as necessary to get sta te aid for som e thing or an o th e r, 
a n d h e alw ays p aid his ow n ra ilw a y fare an d other expenses. 


The public did not alw ays know the details, bu t th ey did k now 
that F ran k S h an n o n usually accom plished th e thing he set o u t to 
do so n atu rally , w h e n the city w as incorporated, he w as elected a 
member of th e first city council. 
T he vote w as alm ost unanim ous. 
A fte r serving four years on th e council, he declined to ru n for r e ­ 
election. b u t his frien d s w ere so in sistent th a t he finally consented 
io have his nam e su b m itted to th e electors, w hereupon th e only 
opposing candidate w ith d rew from th e race and Mr. S hannon w as 
again the unanimous choice of th e voters of his district. 
A t T u e s­ 
day night's council m eeting, th e re w as not a dissenting vote w h en 
hi« name w as p resen ted as th e new M ayor. 
All of w hich show s 
that the people of P alm S p rin g s appreciate his valued services. 
F ra n k S h an n o n 's train in g for an executive position w as w ith 
th e huge W estinghouse org an izatio n , w ith w hich he show ed such 
ex cep tio n al a b ility th a t he se rv ed as vice-president, m anager, an d 
treasurer in one of its largest subsidiaries. 
T his train in g an d a b il­ 
ity has served P a lm Springs w ell in solving th e m any d ifficu lt 
problem s faced by th is com m unity. 
However, it is F ra n k S h an n o n 's in te g rity and sense of fair 
p lay that have won him h is many friends. 
He alw ays keeps his 
w ord, and usually does a little bit m ore th an he prom ises. 
H e 
ian't afraid of a fight, and he doesn't engage in one unless h e is 
su re that he is right, and th e n he tenaciously sticks to th e task . 
M a y b e his service as a soldier in th e P h ilippines d u rin g th e S p an - 
ís h -A m erican w ar h a d som ething to do w ith that. 
Mr. and Mrs. Shannon came here in 1927 for the benefit of 
th e letter's health. 
They built the Vaughn Arms Apartments on 
W est Arenas Road in 1929. From that lime to this day Mr. Shan- 
has been active in civic affairs. 
Palm Springs has been fortunate in the selection of its mayors. 
The first one. Philip L. Boyd, has served the city conscientiously 
pwt efficiently, and there can be no doubt that the term of the 
t1— 
mayor. Frank V. Shannon, will be equally successful. These 
ww strenuous days for any public official, especially for the mayor 
e f a city where military operations are in progress: but we know 
Trank Shannon is equal to the task.

THE BALANCE OF NATURE 


We are just now beginning to 
realize that not one thing in na­ 
ture can exist independently of 
other things; that, in the long 
run, one animal is as important 
as another. We are realizing this 
after centuries of needless — in 
fact, disastrous—slaughter, after 
the animal life of the world has 
been unset to a point from which 
it can never fully recover. 
To the average observer, who 
desires a large number of quail 
that he can shoot in season, the 
sight of a hawk making off with 
one of his beloved birds rouses 
him to a fury of resentment, and 
he accordingly sets out to de­ 
stroy all the hawks. 
“There are 
two things to do,” he says. “Kill 
off the hawks and owls that eat 
the birds, then import a large 
number of new quail and turn 
them loose. Then just watch their 
numbers increase.” 
Doesn't Work Out 
But, sad to say, it doesn’t work 
out in that way at all. Suppose 
he kills all the birds of prey. He 
probably has not reflected that 
these birds eat a number of other 
things beside quail, things such 
as rats and mice. With no hungry 
birds to keep down their num­ 
bers, these rodents multiply with 
unbelievable rapidity, and before 
long there are so many of them 
that they eat all the seeds and 
other foods that the quail should 
have, and the quail die of starva­ 
tion. 
Then, suppose the hunter goes 
a step further, and, through a 
laborious and 
expensive cam­ 
paign of traps and poison, he de­ 
stroys all of the rats and mice. 
There are always left a few fox­ 
es, coyotes, owls and hawks that 
missed the general destruction, 
and these animals are thus de­ 
prived of their chief food supply. 
With no delectable rodents upon 
which to feast, they are forced to 
turn entirely to the quail 
for 
their dinners, and as a result, the 
quail are exterminated by them. 
But, suppose that all the preda­ 
tory animals are removed; what 
happens then? It is very simple. 
The quail have nothing to repress 
their numbers, and they multiply 
enormously. Now, a given area of 
ground produces enough food for 
only a certain number of birds, 
and the number of quail finally 
exceeds this limit. As a result, 
there is not enough food to go 
around, and the birds 
become 
weak and thin, a state in which 
they are susceptible to any of 
the epidemic diseases to which 
they are liable. The diseases af­ 
fect a few individuals, 
and 
as 
there are no predators to snap 
them up, they remain with the 
rest of the birds and the sickness 
sweeps through their ranks like 
wildfire. 
Proved Fiasco 
These things we have learned 
through sad experience, and the 
effects of these experiences make 
it difficult to retain the natural 
balance. A well-known example 
is the fiasco of the Kaibab Na­ 
tional Forest. In the twelve years 
following 1907, a single well-in­ 
tentioned 
government 
hunter 
killed over six hundred mountain 
lions in the forest, with the idea 
in mind of increasing the num­ 
ber of deer. By 1919, the lion, the 
bobcat, and the eagle were all 
exterminated in the forest. 
The 
deer increased their numbers by 
leaps and bounds; there were so 
many that they ate more food 
than the forest could produce. 
According to a government re­ 
port. more than seventeen hun­ 
dred deer were counted in a 
single meadow! This was in 1924. 
And the deer kept increasing. 
When a hard winter came, there 
was nothing left to eat, and the 
deer 
began dying of weakness 
and starvation. 
Those that did 
not 
succumb at first ate every 
leaf and twig that the forest had 
to offer, until, in the words of the 
report of the National Park Serv­ 
ice, " . . . the whole country 
looked as though a swarm of lo­ 
custs hád swept through. It will 
probably take fifty years of care­ 
ful game management to cover 
the scars. If there had been more 
moderate hunting of both deer 
and predators, the situation in 
Kaibab would not have occurred.” 
G am e A nim als Im p o rtan t 
The role of the beast of prey 
in keeping the game animals and 
birds healthy is one that is hard 
to overrate. When these animals 
kill, they kill the deer, or the 
quail, or the pheasant, that they 
are able to catch most easily. If 
one of the game animals contracts 
a disease of any kind, it is nat­ 
urally slower than its fellows, and 
it is promtply eaten; by this 
means, contagious diseases are 
not spread and the flock escapes 
epidemic. 
Another consideration is that 
some animals, 
especially deer, 
can become a serious problem to 
the farmer if they are allowed 
to increase too much. 
For in 


stance, in a great many states, 
the hunters are allowed to shoot 
only the bucks, and the does be­ 
come numerous and tame, often 
making raids on farms and gar­ 
dens. If there were more moun­ 
tain lions, these extra does would 
be held in check. 
On the other 
hand, if there are two few deer, 
the mountain lion is forced to 
seek his food among the stock of 
the farmer. 
What we need is 
just the right number of both 
kinds of animals, and nature is 
the judge as to which number is 
right. 
Some of our local rodents, such 
as ground squirrels and jackraab- 
bits, are 
the carriers of such 
dread hpman diseases as tula­ 
remia and bubonic plaque. 
Mr. 
Sherman Baker, in his excellent 
article in the November, 1941 
issue of the "Natural History" 
magazine, states that two serious 
outbreaks of these terrible ill­ 
nesses have been "traced directly 
to the local extermination of the 
coyote and the subsequent in­ 
crease of 
the rabbit 
and 
the 
ground squirrel.” This is indeed 
a very serious thing. 
There is no getting away from 
the fact that an occasional in­ 
dividual animal acquires a taste 
for lambs, or poultry, and com­ 
mits numerous depredations. But 
he should be quietly destroyed, 
without raising a great hue and 
cry against all the individuals of 
his species. We have learned that 
the fact that a crime may be 
committed by a lone Spaniard 
does not mean that all the Span­ 
iards in the community are bad. 
A century ago this was not the 
case, and all people of the of­ 
fending nationality were pun­ 
ished, and this is still the case 
in 
some 
backward 
countries 
where those who commit the sin 
of being “non-Aryan” 
are not 
considered worthy of life. 
But 
we know better; why can we not 
apply the same idea in the treat­ 
m ent of animals? 
Not Man's Affair 
The whole point is that man 
has been meddling in something 
that was not his affair, something 
that would have been much bet­ 
ter with out his unwelcome in­ 
terference, 
And he is just now 
learning that his meddling is a 
boomerang, 
which 
affects 
not 
only the animals, but himself.

If there ever was a tim e w hen 
every citizen should do his part

Buildings destroy­ 
ed by fire may be difficult to re­ 
place until after the war.

Will Aid Flow 


Of Scrap Metal 


Jam es M. C arter, director of 
m otor vehicles for th e D epart 
m ent of M otor Vehicles of 
the 
State of California, to help in­ 
crease the flow of scrap 
m etal 
back to th e factories w here it 
can be used to m anufacture guns 
tanks and ships to speed w a r 
production, has sent bulletins to 
all autom obile dealers, w reckers, 
garage men, parking lot owners, 
branch offices of the D epartm ent 
of Motor Vehicles, autom obile as­ 
sociations and peace officers, giv­ 
ing the steps necessary to m ake 
w orn-out vehicles available for 
scrap iron. 


The m otor vehicle departm ent 
has already lessened the tim e by 
four w eeks by providing for the 
delivery of the certificate of ow n­ 
ership on a w recked vehicle, sold 
to a w recker by an insurance or 
finance company, and by perm it­ 
ting a w recker to im m ediately 
start reducing a vehicle to scrap 
iron after he has m ade proper ap­ 
plication for a certificate of dis­ 
mantling. 


The departm ent also intends to 
start a survey of all used car lots, 
garages and auto parking lots to 
determ ine how m any vehicles can 
be 
economically 
w recked 
and 
turned into comm ercial channels; 
to seize and sell in accordance 
w ith the provision of section 379 
of the C alifornia Vehicle Code, 
all vehicles upon w hich th e state 
has a lien for fees due and to as­ 
sist any lien holder, who holds a 
lien for storage, to legally dis­ 
pose of any vehicle available for 
w recking purposes.

The 
other is we think that he, with 
that characteristic alacrity and

Wo gather Mr. Huff is some­ 
thing of a newcomer here. So that 
accounts, perhaps, for a misun­ 
derstanding or misconception of 
viewpoint.

You see, Mr. Hough, store­ 
keepers, realtors, property own­ 
ers, hotel and apartment opera­ 
tors—all of them want to do all 
they can in this war. But they 
are human, too. They would like 
to salvage a little of their busi­ 
ness and personal life if they can, 
at the same time. And the fact 
that a large number of officers 
and their families are coming 
here means a lot to them. It 
means that they will have some­ 
thing to at least partially replace 
the resort business they are los­ 
ing. For officers and families can 
rent homes, buy clothes, purchase 
food. And Mr. Hough, the average 
soldier can’t do that. 
If desire to perpetuate your 
business, if elation over the pros­ 
pect of means to do so, if these 
things are unpatriotic, than many 
a villager must be accounted 
guilty. 
Perhaps 
though, 
Mr. 
Hough, a little longer residence 
in the town might help you form 
a fairer opinion and construe a 
bit more lucidly the attitude, the 
hopes, the ambitions, the weak­ 
nesses, the strengths of its peo­ 
ple.Sure, frankly and 
naturally, 
Mr. Hough, villagers would rath­ 
er have a lot of officers and their 
families—in addition to a bunch 
of buck privates and corporals 
and sergeants. Why? Because this 
vilage wants to live. And the only 
way it can live—because of its 
origin, its development, is by hav­ 
ing people coming here w i t h 
money to spend. Selfish, isn’t it? 
Natural, isn’t it? Unpatriotic? Wo 
don’t think so. Discriminatory’ 
To an extent, yes. But not harm­ 
fully. 
Anyway, thanks for the letter, 
Mr. Huff. And stick around.
